“Thy  people  de- 
lighted tbsmselves  in  Thy  great 
goodness.”  ‘Thou  preveutest  with 
the  blessing  of*  T|iy  goodness.” 
“My  people  shall  be  satisfied  with 
My  goodnkss,  saith  the  Lord-”  “I 
will  make  My  .goodness  to  pass  be- 
fore thee.”  God’s  igoodness  fills 
creation.  .It  distinguishes  all  His 
works,  and  is  the  grand  principle 
of  His  universal  government  Only 
the  obstii*»i,  iy  rebellious  deprive 
therasel v««:  i»|~  its  rich  blossings, 
and  in  this  life  even  the  unbeliev- 
ing and  wicked  on]  >y  the  tokens  of 
His  unlimited  bi-rev->lri»ce.  But 
it  is  a most  coesolitory  doctrine 
that  vHe  T*  especially  good  to 
His  saintj,  10  those  who  know  His 
name  and  put  their  trust  in  Him.
